When a company insures its client against 
‘fire, burglary or any of the multitudinous 
ills that .afflict mankind, it gambles with 
unloaded dice; and if, as usually 
‘happens, it makes a profit in the long 
run, nobody bears it a grudge. The 
system of unemployment insurance affords 
no such chance to the company—which, 
in this case, is composed of the taxpayers. 
It operates for the sole benefit of the 
insured party—a horde of nearly three 
million unemployed, sang of whom, it is 
true, are ready and willing to work, while 
many are resolute that they will do no 
such thing. Originally the system was an 
emergency measure, and could be justified 
by a slight stretch of imagination. To- 


a- | day it has become a canker in the side of 


Britain. It has attained proportions that 


| premium upon idleness; it has wrecked 


national prosperity and has sapped 
the pational character. Every penny 
paid out is a penny lost to pro- 
duction; but the British Government, 
talking glibly of the universal trade de- 
and looking forward to a, pre- 
miraculous revival of Britain's 
industry, refuses to notice the social lie 
that ever and ever postpones that revival. 
Such, unfortunately, is the position of a 
Government that tries to be socialistic 
and constitutional. 

Even if the theory of unemployment in- 
surance can be justified, there have been 
manifold and damning abuses in the work- 
ing of the system. These abuses have been 
patent for a long time, and it was 
nominally for their investigation that the 
Royal Commission on Unemployment In- 
surance was appointed. A healthful drug 
can be also a poison; and how quickly a 
plea for the remedy of an ill can be turned 
into an excuse for its aggrayation is shown 
by the latest action of the Trades Union 
Congress: The Congress, for obvious 
reasons, entertains a hearty dislike of the 
Royal Commission, and has not foreborne 
to vent its disapproval. After an initial 
clamour against the establishment of any 
Commission at all, it protested against dis- 
crimination between men who actually 
were insured. under ‘the scheme, and men 
who, having paid no premiums, mete! 
were drawing money from, thet Aaxpayer 
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its original advocates never foresaw ; it | 
has laid a burden upon industry and a' 
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not decided that thy were required to 
provide a necessary stimulus of shadowy 
opposition to his own supporters. The 
only surprise connected with the election 
is its date; for, under the Constitution, 
the next nominal appeal to the nation— 
it can be rated no higher—is hot due till 
September. It seems that the Ghazi 
Pasha has been impelled to this step by 
his recent tour of the southern vilayets, 
where he made lengthy speeches, lauding 
the work of the Popular Party and ex- 
tolling the payment of taxes as one of 
the highest civic duties. No doubt, he 
wishes sr to reap ..e reward of his own 
energies while the, izon is still hot, More- 
over, according to the ‘ Constantinople 
Correspondent of The Times, Ismet Pasha, 
the Prime Minister, will resign after the 
elections, only to be invited to form a new 
Government, which will be composed of 
younger men and will introduce some 
changes of programme. Certain abuses 
and incipient signs of corruption, ever 
the curse of administration in Turkey, 
have been manifesting themselves, and it 
is not unlikely that Ghazi Pasha, as great 
an autocrat at heart as any Sultan, was 
anxious to have done with elections before 
he embarked upon the work of reform 
and reorganisation. The only interesting 
personality among the Independents—who 
must not be regarded as a homogeneous 
party—will be Fethy Boy, unless he carries 
out his threat and retires from politics. 
Not long ago, when the Ghazi Pasha 
cherished fears of Ismet as a personal 
rival, he invited Fethy to form a Liberal 
Party, while he himself remained neutral. 
Ismet alarmed ceased to be alarming, and 
Fethy was forgotten. Now Fethy is 
required again, so that he may lead such 
gentle criticism of the Government’s 
actions as the Ghazi Pasha, from time to 
time, may -think..desirable. The full 
extent of the Ghazi Pasha’s power in the 
land maybe gatiged from. the fact that 
Turkish voting is by list, and that he has 
the right to nominate alt the candidates | 
of the Popular Party. ‘Actiially the Ghazi | 
Pasha’» own term of office expires this 
year, and, while his re-election for a 
further period of fous years is a certainty, 
it will be interesting to see how far his 
arbitrary, though by no means imprudent, 


conduct of affairs has . affected his 
popularity.

Suggestions for the Budget.

is to check the traffic in diseased horses. 
The League states that the price received 
for a great number f the horses exported 
is a matter of shillings, and that a tax 
would be sufficient to stop the traffic from 
this country to the Cont.nent. 

Many thousands of workers have been 
given employment’ by the safeguarding 
duty on imported foreign wrapping paper. 
and employers and men of the industry 
are addressing a strong appeal to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to retain 
this duty, which was imposed on Mav 
Ist, 1926, for five years. During this 
time over a million pounds has been spent 
in the erection of new mills or the 
extension of existing factories: prodve- 
tion has been quadrupled, and the prices 
of wrapping paper have been reduced con. 
siderably. It is feared that the lapsing 
of the duty may add to unemployment 
and may kill what is now a most 
promising industry.

Shortly afterwards 
No. 25 Squadron was formed at Montrose 
by transferring from No. 6 Reserve 
Squadron nearly all its personnel and 
equipment: The Squadron, with Major 
Holt in command, proceeded to France in 
February, 1916, its equipment being the 
well-known F.E. 2BS, a _ two-seater 
“ Pusher ” fighting reconnaissance air- 
craft. After a short period of active 
service with the Squadron at St. Omer 
Major Holt returned to England to com- 
mand No. 18 Wing, and subsequently took 
over the command of No. 16 Wing, the 
home defence wing, which was formed to 
meet the German air menace. He 
returned to France in February, 1917, in 


manded No. 14 Wing. In April, 1918, he 
succeeded to the command of No. 7 training 
group, and in December of the same year 
took over the tommrand of No. 9 Brigade. 
In 1919 he attended a course at the 
Staff College, Cambeiley. He received the 
D.S.O. for éngaging single-handed a group 
of twelve German aeroplanes which were 
attacking the town of Dunkirk. He was

RESTRICTIVE LEGISLATION. 

They were presented with a measure re- 
lating to house property, which recognised 
occupation as distinguished from legal 
possession, as the foundation upon which 
a claim, to at least a partial degree of 
fixity of tenure, rests. The Legislature 
had, therefore, deprived the owner of the 
property of a degree of dominion which 
he, by mutual agreement, retained at the 
time the contract was entered into. If 
was a confiscation of a residual] potency, 
which might be of considerable financial 
value. They were entitled to ask, om 
what grounds could the State justify the 
imposition of restrictive or confiscatory 
legislation upon investments in house 
property whilst investments in other 
undertakings remained immune. 

It must be admitted that there was nd 
analogy between land and houses, and 
whilst it was ayreed that land being 
limited in quantity, and being the source 
of all raw material, might necessitate, in 
the interests of the community, special 
treatment, the houses which were built 
thereon, were the result of the expendi- 
ture of man’s energies and capital, and 
in no way differed from any other form 
of commercial or industrial activity. Thev 
held, therefore, that in so far as this 
measure was an interference with the free. 
dom of contract between landlord and 
tenant, it was sociologically and juristi- 
cally unjustified. 


THE REPORT.

SECOND READIN OF THE 
MIDWIVES BILL.

In moving the second of, the 
Midwives Bill, 1931, 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, said that the 
Act of 1918 had transferred to the Central 
Midwives Board the control, regulation, prac- 
tice, and. supervision of midwives. It forbade 
the use by any person other than a person 
certified by the Central Midwives’ Board of 
the term “ midwife ” after thé 1st January, 
1919. It forbade the practice of midwifery 
uncertified persons, but the Act left it 
onen for persons who did not hrbitually and 
for gain practise midwifery, to do so on odd 
oceasions. 

There was in this: a ‘loophope, and as a 
result ef the experience of the Central Mid- 
wives. Board the present bill was brought 
forward: for the purpose. of ‘tightening ,up 
more the description of persons who would 
be entitled to practise midwifery, and, in 
the second place, to extend the powers under 
the Board’s regulations by which they could 
prescribe a badge ' which . midwives could 
wear for identification purposes. 

DECREASING MORTALITY. 

The statistics- showed that the mortality 
oi women in childbirth in.the year 1929 was 
4.1 per 1,000—the lowest on record. The 
average for the tem years 1919-1928 was 4.8 
per 1,000, and thé dow nward tendency was 
due to the control of ‘midwives by the 
Central Board, and to the additional:.super- 
vision bv county medical officers of health. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said. that. ne 
did not see how this bill was going to 
prevent unqualified persons from practising 
midwifery. He did not think that there 
were sufficient qualified midwives to cope 
with the practice that existed. 4 

DISTRICT NURSES’ POOR PAY. 

A reason why there was not more com- 

etition for district midwivés was the very 
bá salary—from £35 to £68—and the mid- 
wife had to pay expenses out of that, includ- 
ing the cost of uniform and instruments. 

Dr. TUBRIDY (F.F., Galway) said that 
there was ncthing in the bill to make pro- 
vision tor coping with the extra work that 
would fa” on the maternity nurses in the 
country. He complained of the\ow salaries 
paid to these nurses, and said ‘that it Was 
absurd to suggest that a nurse without pri- 
vate practice in the country could live on 
£35 a year. 

Major WOLFE.- (Govt. Kildare) said that 
many ‘‘handy women did a roaring trade. 
(Laughter. ) ‘He thought that this ‘handy 
woman ” business should be stopped. 

Dr. WARD (F.F., Monaghan) said that 
it was not fair to place the onus of putting 
these “handy women” out of practice on doc- 
tors, as was the case under the bill. It 
should be done by legislation.
